The Constitution of the Re 
public of Texas, adopted March 
2, 1836, declared, “It shall be 
the duty of Congress, as soon as 
circum stances 
will 
perm it, 
to 
provide by law, a general sys­ 
tem of education.” 
In 1854 the School Law pro­ 
vided for the first State Public 
School system of Texas. 
The 
State Constitution declares, “A 
general diffusion of knowledge 
being essential to the preserva­ 
tion of the liberties and rights 
of the people, it shall be the 
duty of the Legislature of the 
State to establish and make suit­ 
able provisions for the support 
and m aintenance of an efficient 
system of public free schools. 
From 
this 
grew 
the public 
school system of Texas. H istor­ 
ians say: 
“Education of the m asses 
through these schools which 
are public schools has been 
the bulw ark of the liberties 
of the people and the nation­ 
al freedom of the country.” 
We m ust protect and nurture 
the public school system, without 
which 
Democracy 
will 
w ither 
and die, for it cannot live w ith­ 
out learning the knowledge by 
its citizens.

New Proposal For Routing Highway 81 ATTENDANCE DURING SCHOOL Queen Contest 
Ifs 4-H Club 


Goes Over Sunset Hill West of the Y 


J. P. Kearby, resident Highway Engineer, Monday 
night presented the city council with a new proposed 
route for highway 81 through Decatur. 
The new route would cut off at the Cocanougher place 
southeast on 81, and would come a c ro s s behind the col­ 
lege and across the top of Sunset Hill, just east of the 
Sunset Drive-In theatre, proceeding northwest behind all 
the homes now on the south side of the Alvord highway. 
Previously proposals for the route to go via the 
railroad through town, and along highway 24 and 51 
through the Y had been presented. 
Costs of right-of-way is the big factor in bringing the 
highway through town. Homes and business property 
would have to be bought along either route. 
The council, Judge Simmons, and several businessmen 
along the present route, discussed the matter. G. T. Col- 
grove was appointed to make a survey of costs along 
the route through the Y and report next Monday night, 
when the council will meet again. We understand several 
other local businessmen have taken it upon themselves to 
make a survey of costs of highway routing through town 
another way. 
The new proposal was made because of the cheaper 
right of way. Most buisnessmen in town prefer the high­ 
way as close to the square as possible for business rea­ 
sons. Income from* highway traffic amounts to much more 
than the average person realizes, the loss of which would 
be a blow to business for many concerns along the present 
route of highway 81. 
The highway department is now at work straightening 
out the curves and widening right of way between Decatur 
and Alvord for the four lane divided highway which is 
coming. Because it is a super highway, the amount of 
right of way necessary for its construction has made the 
location practically impossible anywhere through town, 
with the exceptions of those mentioned. 


Routes Discussed and Reasons Offered 


The Texas Highway Departm ent has selected three possible 
routes for the relocation of Highway US-81-287 through Decatur, 
as follows: 
Route “A” 
Taking off from US-81, about one mile south of Decatur south 
city limits, passing south and west of Decatur Baptist College and 
west of residential area in Sunset Hills addition, then continue in 
a northerly direction, passing west of the improvements along 
US-81, and entering US-81 about one mile north of Decatur north 
city limits. 
On this route, over and/or under-passes and traffic 
interchanges would be provided a t each end of the route, and at 
Highways FM-730, FM-51 and S-24. 
Route “B” 
Taking off from US-81 about one mile south of Decatur south 
city limits, passing south and west of Decatur Baptist College, 
crossing Main and W alnut Streets at the “Y” between Decatur 
and Sunset Hills addition, then continuing in a northerly direction, 
passing east of the improvements along US-81 and entering US-81 
about one mile north of Decatur north city limits. On this route 
over and/or under-passes and traffic interchanges would be pro­ 
vided at each end of the route and at Highways FM-730, FM-51 
and S-24, as well as at the “Y” Crossing at the foot of W alnut 
or Main Street.

Even if it’s a 
little thing, do something for those who huv? ms-d of help, same 
thing for which you get no pay but the privilege of doing it.” 


So great was Dr. Schweitzer s belief in this principle that 
he 
Rift his native Alsace to live out his life in a jungle. That principle 
brings us back to the Red Cross. 


The Red Cross, in its essence, is merely the means by which 
we all can give some help to those of our fellowmen who need it, 
who must have it. Through the Red ('rosa we

load of a tornado victim, help brighten the hours of a hospital 
patient, even save a life.

AUTO From page I — 
inspection law, according to In­ 
spector Eades. 
In 1953, when the new 
law 
took 
its 
full 
effect, 
traffic 
deaths in the state were down 
from 7 per cent in 1952, to 6.5 
per cent . . . and miles traveled 
over the state had jumped by 6 
per cent. 
In the past, Inspector Eades 
noted, the percentage of traffic 
deaths rose each year along with 
the increase in the amount of 
miles traveled. 
Traffic I>eaths Decrease 
‘‘But now, traffic deaths are 
going down each year instead of 
rising,” he added, “and we be­ 
lieve that the inspections 
are 
the direct cause of 
this 
de­ 
crease.” 
The inspection law was passed 
in 1951 with the first inspec­ 
tions being made in 1952. Then 
1953 marked the full force of 


of the law. and there were 150 
fewer deaths that year. 
Out of the 50 per cent 
of 
Wise County ears that have been 
inspected so far this year there 
have been about one-third that 
have needed repairs. 
Al! cars inspected receive sev­ 
en ‘‘checks,” brakes, headlights, 
tail lights, license plate 
light, 
stop lights, horn and windshield 
wipers. 
t ^flanges 
One addition to the inspection 
law notes that cars made be­ 
fore 1948 do not have to have 
stop lights, while the early mod­ 
el cars made in the 1920’s do 
not have to 
have 
windshield 
wipers to pass 
the 
inspection 
test. 
Meanwhile, every effort 
is 
being made to make sure that 
the inspections are kept on a 
fair and honest basis. 


Inspector Eades 
noted 
that 
several inspection stations 
in 
this area had been 
suspended 
because they had repaired parts 
of the cars that could already 
pass the inspection test. Other 
stations have been 
suspended 
because they issued 
a 
sticker 
without adequately checking all 
of the seven inspection points. 
Inspector Eades added 
that 
complaints on any of the inspec­ 
tion stations should be made to 
him at the Department of Pub­ 
lic Safety in W ichita Falls. 
The complaint will be checked 
out and if necessary the inspec­ 
tion station or mechanic 
will 
be suspended. 
He added that repairs do not 
have to be made at the inspec­ 
tion station. The auto can be 
repaired by anyone 
and 
then 
brought back to the station for 
inspection.

How to Pray 


Lesson for March IS. 1955. 


ORAYER is contact. It Is contact 
* between man and God. It is con­ 
tact of the finite with the Infinite. 
A Christian, a real Christian, who 
does not pray, is as absurd and 
impossible a figure as an athlete 
who never leaves 
his bed, a student 
without a brain, a 
human being who 
never eats. Not to 
pray is to lose con­ 
tact with the liv­ 
ing God. “Prayer | 
is the Christian's 
vital 
breath” 
as 
the old hymn says. 
All 
C h ristia n s ®r - Foreman 
know this but many feel puzzled 
about it all the same. Our prayers 
seem feeble and useless and we 
may even be tempted to give 
them up entirely; but many who 
give up praying would keep on if 
they only knew how. 
Aik! 
There is so much in the New 
Testament about prayer, that a 
person may well read it through 
with this one question in mind. 
Let any reader who wants to try 
this, start out with a good trans­ 
lation of the New Testament (the 
R. S. V. for instance or some oth­ 
er modern and readable version) 
and a blank notebook. In each 
day’s reading notice every refer­ 
ence to prayer—who prayed, why, 
how, what the result was; or what 
is said about prayer (as for in­ 
stance by Jesus and Paul). Some 
points, it will be found, come out 
over and over again. Others may 
be touched on rarely. But few days 
will go by without the reader 
finding something that can be jot­ 
ted down in the notebook, which 
may have for a title: What I Have 
Learned About Prayer from the 
New Testament. One thing will 
certainly come out from the first: 
Prayer is something God expects 
of all His children. Prayer is a 
privilege but it is also a duty. 
You can raise all the riddles about 
prayer you can think of—and they 
are many. You can think of all 


sorts of things that scare you 
away from prayer—your own in­ 
significance, God’s greatness, the 
strong possibility that you may 
not know what is really bi st for 
you, and so forth. But all those 
things were true when Jesus gave 
His friends those three simple 
commands: 
Ask! Seek! 
Knock! 
There are blessings that come only 
to those who ask. There is light 
to be found only by those who 
seek. There are doors that open 
only to the voice of p ra ye r. With­ 
out confidence, prayer ends before 
it starts. 


In Jesus’ Name 
One thing Jesus said has met 
with much misunderstanding: “If 
ye ask anything in My,name, I will 
do it.” It is not right to think of 
this promise 39 attaching a mag­ 
ical influence to the form of words 
“In Jesus’ name, Amen.” It is 
not true that any prayer ending 
with those words is a prayer that 
will be answered, and any prayer 
not ending with those words will 
not be answered. That is not what 
Jesus meant at all. Take the story 
of the two prayers, the publican’s 
and the pharisee’s (Luke 18:9-14). 
Would the pharisee’s prayer have 
been answered and honored if he 
had ended that proud petition, or 
rapier that prayer of thanksgiv­ 
ing, with the words ‘‘In Jesus’ 
name” ? Of course not. If he had 
added such words they would have 
been out of place. A prayer in that 
holy Name is truly in the Name 
only when it expresses the mind 
of Christ, only when (so to speak) 
he could sign his name to it. The 
more nearly our prayers are like 
what our Lord Himself would think 
of, the more nearly they will come 
to being fully answered. 


Our Lord’s Prayer 
The most famous prayer in the 
world, the one most often repeat­ 
ed by Christians, is the Lord’s 
Prayer. Jesus did not intend this 
as a formula. A Christian who 
never prays except in these exact 
words would not have understood 
what Jesus taught about praying. 
What Jesus did mean by giving 
us this prayer is to show us the 
“manner” of prayer—that is, the 
lines on which true prayer must 
be made. The reader is encour­ 
aged to study this short but won­ 
derful prayer again and again, as 
a guide to his own talks with God. 
One very important thought is in 
the very first word: “Our.” If the 
first “How” of prayer is confidence 
in God, the second is harmony 
with the mind of Christ, and the 
third is suggested by this word 
“our”—remembering we are not 
alone. If any desire is selfish it is 
desire that God will not bless.

Following US-81 along the Railroad from south city limits of 
Decatur to the Depot, then following the Railroad to Trinity Street, 
then in a northwesterly direction to intersection with US-81 about 
Ane mile north of the north city limits of Decatur. On this route 
over and/or under-passes and traffic interchanges would be pro­ 
vided at each end of the route, at Hale Street, at the Depot and 


m t ^On either of these routes a minimum right-of-way width of 
300 feet would be required, at the expense of the City and/or 
County 
The construction proposed consists of two lanes to ac­ 
commodate through highway traffic; each of the through lanes 
to be 24 feet wide and separated by a 40 foot parkway. On eaoh 
side of the through lanes, frontage streets are proposed to ac­ 
commodate local traffic and to provide access to adjacent property. 
The frontage streets will be 20 feet or more in width, and will be 
separated from the through lanes with a 40 foot parkway. 
The adjacent property owners will have access to the Frontage 
Streets; however, connections between frontage streets and through­ 
ways and crossings of throughways will be restricted to the very 
minimum as may prove necessary. 
Route “A”, south and west of Decatur Baptist ( ollege and 
through Sunset Hills addition appears to be most desirable, in that 
the right-of-way can most likely be acquired at least cost to the 
City and/or County, and it will provide a highway facility which 
will open the most additional territory for the future expansion of 
needed residential and business property on which improvements 
can be located and constructed to conform to the grades and lines 
of the new highway. 
Route “B”, south and west of Decatur Baptist College, crossing 
Main and Walnut Streets and continuing east of US-81, appears 
to be the second best route. Along this route it appears that the 
right-of-way will be more costly, as approximately 15 houses will 
have to be moved from the right-of-way, existing business improve­ 
ments adjacent to the new right-of-way will be disturbed, and a1 
terations will be required to make the existing businesses conform 
to the grade and line of the new highway. Likewise, adjustments 
will have to be made in the water and sewer systems as well as 
other public utilities. 
Route “C”, along the railroad and north of Decatur appears 
to be the least desirable route. Along this route the necessity of 
moving or demolishing a great number of business and residential 
Improvements makes the cost of the right-of-way prohibitive. Like­ 
wise, the cost of changes in the water and sewer lines and public 
utilities will be excessive. This route would open very little addi­ 
tional territory for the future expansion of Decatur.

Social security for farm fam i­ 
lies, 
how 
it 
works 
and 
what 
farm ers need to do about it art* 
explained in a booklet ju st issued 
under the joint spoiihorship of 
trie Internal Revenue Service anti 
the Social Security A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
It is now being mailed to 
every rural and atar mute box­ 
holder in the Fort Worth area. 
This booklet is directed to the 
self-em ployed farm er, farm em ­ 
ployers, and farm workers— a p ­ 
proxim ately 5 4* million In all-- 
who were brought under social 
security on Jan u ary I. The pur­ 
pose of the publication is to ac­ 
quaint them with their benefits 
and tax obligations under the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
program . 
The m ailing to rural 
boxholders in this aren is part of 
a nationwide distribution to farm 
people. Those I arm ers who do not 
receive a copy through this m ail­ 
ing may obtain one from the 
District Director of Internal Rev­ 
enue or from the nearest social 
security office. 


The booklet stresses the need 
for self-em ployed farm ers and 
hired farm w orkers to apply for 
a social security account card if 
they do not already have one; 
it also points out to the farm 
operator who em ploys workers 
that he should secure an ag ri­ 
cultural 
em ployer’s 
identifica­ 
tion number. Exam ples are given 
of the monthly benefit payments 
for them selves and their fam ilies 
toward which farm ers are now 
building under the old-age and 
survivors insurance program . 
One section of the booklet is 
devoted to explanations of how 
and when a farm operator must, 
report his own and his w orkers’ 
farm earnings.

INCOME TAX FACTS No. 7---------------- 
Medical Expenses and Other Deductions 


(T h is is one of a series of articles en income tax changes. The articles 
are based on information provided by the American Institute of Account- 
ants and the Texas Society of Certified Public Accountant s.) 


Taxpayers with heavy medical expenses In 1954 get a big break under 
the new tax law. 
J 
In the first place, certain sick benefits are not even counted aa 
income. This was true before In the case of insured plans, but n oir 
applies to benefits from the unin-r~— ----- 
sured employer as well. Here s what 
you can receive free of tax from 
your employer or his 
Insurance 
company. 
I. Payment for medical expenses 
2. Payment for permanent injury 
(not based on lime absent from 
work). 
3. Damages for injury or sickness. 
4. Payments 
under 
Workmen’s 
Compensation acts. 
6. Payment up to $100 a week for 
loss of wages while you are 
absent due to Injury or sick 
ness, except that the first week's 
pay is taxable unless you are 
absent due to an injury or are 
hospitalized for at least one 
day. 


Medical sad Dental Deductions 


Using the long form and itemiz­ 
ing your deductions you .an now 
deduct more than you could last 
year. First you add up your ex 
peases for medicine and subtract 
1% of your adjusted gross income. 
Add the remainder to your other 
medical and dental expenses, in­ 
cluding doctor, dentist and hospital 
bills you have paid, transportation 
(but not living expenses) for medi­ 
cal treatment away from home, and 
medical insurance premiums. 
From this total you must sub­ 
tract any benefits received from 
your medical insurance and, unless 
you are 85 or over, 3% .(instead of 
the old 5% ) of your adjusted gross 
income. This will give you 
the 
amount of your medical and den­ 
tal deduction. It cannot be any 
more, however, than the maximum 
fiasco on your exemptions. 
This maximum bas been raised 
to $2,500 per exemption 
(except 
those for old age and blindness) up 
to $5,000 for a single person and 
up to $10,000 for a head of house­ 
hold or on a joint return. 


Charity Made Easier 
There is still the 20% limit on 
charitable contributions in general 
hut you can take a deduction for 


an additional 10% of your tacoma 
contributed to religious organza*! 
Hon*, schools and hospital*. Within 
the 20% limit you can now Include 
gifts to non-profit cemeteries, ag 
well aa any “religious, charitable,; 
scientific, literary or educational’*' 
organization. 


Taxes and Intercut Paid 


In general you can deduct taxes 
you have paid for yourself or a 
member of your household, except 
to the federal government. You can 
not deduct “ hidden” sales taxes 
(not separately stated to the cus­ 
tomers. or fees for hunting license*, 
dog licenses, water supply or auto 
inspection. 
Interest paid by you on mort* 
gages and on loans is deductible. 
Don t forget FHA loans, car loans, 
collateral loans, personal loans andt 
loans against your life insurance. 
There is a new provision this 
year that may help you if you pur* 
chased anything on the installment 
plan. Formerly you could deduct 
interest only lf It were separately 
stated. Now you can deduct tho 
amount of any “carrying charges* 
up to 6% of the average monthly 
unpaid balance aa Interest. 


Fire and Storm Damage 


Another type of deduction is the 
casualty loss. If your home. car, or 
other property was damaged by fire, 
storm, flood, lightning, explosion or 
freezing—or if any of your property 
was stolen—your loss not covered 
by Insurance is deductible See the 
official instructions for the method 
of calculating your loss.

Hearing Should 


Be Safeguarded 


At All limes 


AUSTIN, March 3— Most of 
us take our hearing for granted. 
It probably has never occurred 
to us wthat a change it would 
m ake in our lies if 
we 
were 
suddenly deprived of it. We sel­ 
dom thing of 
the 
num erous 
sounds we hear during the day, 
sounds which keep us in touch 
with the world about us. For 
those who can't hear or who 
have difficulty hearing, it’s al­ 
m ost like living in a different 
world, declared 
Dr 
Henry A. 
Holle, State Health Officer. 
There 
are 
many 
children, 
m ore than a million, if s esti­ 
m ated, who lives in this other 
world. They have eith er been 
born deaf or have lost 
much, 
or m aybe all, of their hearing 
since birth. 
Boing 
som ewhat 
cut off from the world, the deaf 
child is frustrated because he 
can ’t communicate his feelings 
and needs to others. 


A sense of inferiority and hos­ 
tility is frequently the result. 
Most hearing loss in children 
is the result of repeated colds 
apd infectious in the ears, nose 
and throat. Such infections can 
cause w hat we know as conduc­ 
tion deafness, lf such infections 
are not treated early, a child's 
hearing may receive perm anent J 
dam age. Hearing loss may fol­ 
low measles, scarlet fever, in­ 
fluenza, or meningitis. 
These 
diseases may result in w hat is 
referred to as nerve deafness. 
Enlarged adenoids, 
the 
re­ 
sult of infections, account, for 
m any cases of partial loss of 
hearing. The overgrown 
ade­ 
noids block up the little tubes 
th a t lead from the th ro at to the 
ears. These tubes m ust he open 
and clear for good hearing. For 
these children, curing infection 
isn’t enough. 
Their 
adenoids 
m ay have to be removed. Oth­ 
erw ise, they may suffer perm an­ 
e n t hearing loss. 


Not all children with a hear­ 
ing loss can regain it. A ser­ 
ious infection, such as m enin­ 
gitis, can completely destroy the 
p atien t’s hearing 
ability. 
As 
•soon as deafness is suspected, 
th e child should be taken to an 
ear specialist for a com plete ex­ 
am ination.

■INCOME TAX FACTS No. 8- 


New Savings for Investors, Farmers and Businessmen 


(T his is one of a series of articles on income tax changes. The articles 
arc based on information provided by the Am erican Institute of A ccount* 
ants and the Texas Society of Certified Public Accountants.) 


Investors, businessmen, and farmers all benefit from some of the 
thousands of changes affecting the taxes you pay this year. These 
changes, for the most part, apply to the entire tax year of 1954. 
These articles apply to the taxpayer who reports for the calendar 
year and who keeps his books on 
a cash basis. Taxpayers who are on 
the accrual basis or who use a 
fiscal year not ending on December 
31 should pay particular attention 
to the official instructions and get 
qualified assistance if needed. 


Taxing of Investments 
The chief benefit for Investors 
this year is the reduction of tax 
on dividends. It allows the stock 
holder to receive $50 of dividends 
tax free and get a credit against 
his tax equal to 4% of the remain­ 
ing dividends received after July 
31, 1954, subject to certa n limits 
lions. 
Interest on bonds, except those 
which are tax exempt, must be re 
ported as income and there is no 
credit as in the case of dividends. 
There is a reduction in the maxi­ 
mum rate on long-term capital gains 
from 26% to 25%. This means that 
individual 
taxpayers 
during 
tax 
years starting after October 1953 
need pay no more than 25% tax on 
net long-term capital gains (aftei 
subtracting net short-term capital 
losses) 
regardless 
of 
their 
tax 
bracket for ordinary income. 
Capital gains or losses result from 
most sales of securities or other 
assets. They are classed as long­ 
term if the asset has been held 
longer than six months, otherwise 
short-term. Net short-term capital 
gains are taxed at the same rate 
as ordinary income. 
If you had capital gains or losses, 
read the official instructions care­ 
fully. A point to remember for 
future use, however, is that selling 
an asset at a profit within six 
months may cost you twice the tax 
you would pay lf you held it more 
than six months. 


Fanners Have Special Forms 
A special form, 1040F, must be 
used by all fanners reporting on a 
cash basis and may be used by farm­ 
ers on accrual basis. Detailed in- 
structions are given on the back of 
this form. 
A major change this year allows 
rn farmer to take a deduction for 
aoli and water conservation ex­ 
penses up to 25% of his gross in­ 
come from fanning. 


Declarations o f Estimated Tax 
A farmer whose expected 1955 
income would require him to file a 
declaration of estimated tax can 
postpone filing the declaration un­ 
til January 15. 1956. If he flies his 
final 1955 tax return by February 
15, 1956, and pays his tax in full, 
there is no need to file the declara­ 
tion at all. 
Declarations are required of fewer 
persons this year. You can forget 
about the declaration entirely if 
your income is expected to be less 
than $5,000 ($10,000 in the case of 
a joint return or head of house­ 
hold) and will not include more 
than $100 from sources other than 
wages from which tax is withheld. 
Otherwise you should check the 
official Instructions to see whether 
you must file a declaration by April 
15 along with your tax return for 
1954. 


Business and Professions 
Businessmen 
have 
long 
com­ 
plained that government rules did 
not allow them to depreciate their 
assets on a realistic basis, particu­ 
larly in the early years of the life 
of a building, a machine or other 
asset. The new law allows as much 
as twice the depreciation in the 
first year compared with the old 
straight-line rates. 
Here are some other important 
changes: 
1. Easier deduction 
(instead of 
depreciation) of research and 
development costs. 
2. Option for many partnerships 
and proprietorships to be taxed 
as if they were corporations. 
3. Lese danger that corporations 
will be penalized for accumu­ 
lating earnings. 
4. Revision of tax accounting rules 
to harmonize with generally ac­ 
cepted accounting principles. 


Additional Information 
Be sure to read the official instruc­ 
tions. You can also get help from 
the Internal Revenue Service, which 
urges you to consult only qualified 
advisers.

We have approx­ 
imately 700,000 pop'e in Texas 
employed in the highway trans­ 
portation industries.

tem through the year has cer­ 
tainly not kept up with the tre­ 
mendous strides we have made 
in motor transportation and the 
increased usage of automobiles.

anyone of this. 
Last year the Preesldent ap­ 
pointed an Advisory Committee 
headed by General 
Lucius 
D. 
Clay to study the highway sit­ 
uation. General Clay’s 
Report 
was submitted a short, time ago. 
As a result of this Report, the 
Federal Road 
Program is apt 
to become one of the questions 
that is discussed most heatedly 
during this session of Congress. 
There is not space enough here 
to discuss fully the 
Clay

port; however, it provides very 
generally for the continuing of 
the regular Federal 
aid 
pro­ 
gram to highways at the rate 
of about $623,000,000 a year 
and additional expenditures of 
$25,000,000,000 during the next 
ten years on a so-called ‘‘inter­ 
state” highway system.

CARE FOR STATE 


MENTALLY ILL 


The state is dedicated by law 
to take care of those unfortunate 
souls that have developed mental 
disorders or suffer from mental 
illness. No doubt that this is a 
legitimate role for the state; 
however, it is doubtful that many 
of our citizens realize that of the 
23,000 patients in our state hos­ 
pitals about 22Vc are patients 
that are admitted above the age 
of €5 years. A great majority 
of these people are not mentally 
ill at all. 
They are suffering 
from one thing—old age. They 
need constant medical and nurs­ 
ing care because they have med- 


ical disorders. They are not dan­ 
gerous and under normal circum­ 
stances should be released to 
either a rest home or a general 
hospital. 
The big question is "Should 
this type of patient be a respon­ 
sibility of the State?” "Is the 
State going into the boarding 
house business for the old peo­ 
ple?” 
Certainly 
these 
people 
must be taken care of, but as yet 
no plan has been worked out to 
solve 
this 
growing 
problem— 
again the lack of long range 
planning on the part of the State 
I Hospital Board in determining 
1 the role of the state in taking 
care of these patients. 
Is the present plan of contin­ 
uing to build more wards for old 
folks the answer? Has the Hos­ 
pital Board explored other ways 
of trying to cope with this prob­ 
lem ? Some states have defined
